Tips FOR FOREIGN 


TRAVELERS

Many of our guests here in the San Diego area 
are visitors from other lands, and may not be 
entirely familiar with some of the more =o 
tant facts they should know in order to fully 
enjoy a worry-free holiday with us. 


In their interest (and that of American citizens 
who also can use the information), let me present 
a brief rundown of things to remember while in 
our midst. International visitors are most wel- 
come in San Diego...and I sincerely hope the 
following information and the friendliness of 
our residents will make your stay a pleasant 
one: 


Telephones: You will find instructions in En- 
lish on all public telephones. Lift the receiver, 
isten for a dial tone, then insert 20 cents (25 

cents for some public phones) before you dial 

your number. If you are calling from a hotel, the 
hotel operator will place the call for you or 
instruct you how to do it yourself. Charges for 
such calls will be put on the regular hotel bill. 


Driving: If you have a regular driving license 
valid in your native country, you are usually 
permitted to drive a car in California without 
any further requirement...subject to the length 
of your visit. Car rental agencies can provide 
complete information regarding any other con- 
ditions. The maximum speed in most areas of 
California is 55 miles an hour and we drive on 
the right side of the road. 


Tipping: Tipping is considered a reward for 


good service in the United States, and it is 

customary to add 15-20% to the bill in 

arestaurant, when using a taxi, or after receiv- 

ing special attention from an employee in a 

piace of business such as a barbershop or 
airdressing salon. 


Alcoholic Beverages: One must be at least 21 
se of age to legally consume any alcoholic 

everage in the state of California. Restaurant 
and bar owners and employees face a fine and/ 
or suspension of their license to operate, if 
anyone under 21 years is found to be consum- 
ing alcohol on their premises. 


Medical Emergency: If you need the services of 
a doctor while you are here on a visit, ask the 
hotel to call one for you. You may prefer to ask 
your consulate or embassy for its list of doctors, 
in which case the San Diego Convention and 
Visitors Bureau maintains a listing of local 
consulates. 


Currency Exchange: Most large banks in San 
Diego offer currency exchange during regular 
banking hours. The Mutual of Omaha Insur- 
ance desk at the airport provides such service 
daily from 6:30am to 8:30pm.

Balboa Park 


Over 1000 lush 
acres house 
gardens, picnic 
grounds, muse- 
ums, .galleries, 
theatres and the 
world’s largest 
zoo. Museums 
include Reuben 
H. Fleet Space 
Theater, Mu- 
seum of Man, 4 in 
Hall of Champi- tt 
ons, Natural ! Ly i 
History, Pho- , 
tography, Mu- 
seum of Art and 
the Timken Art 
Gallery. If time 
permits, take in 
a live perfor- 
mance at the 
Old Globe (see

The landmark California Tower houses a 100-bell 
carillion which chimes the quarter hours and delivers a noon bell 
concert. (Transit bus #7) 





Belmont Park 

Think of the Beach Boys, mural-sized real ocean views, roller 
bladers on the boardwalk, the largest indoor swimming pool west 
of the Mississippi and a newly-opened rollercoaster that’s just 
been declared a historic site and you'll have some idea of what's 
waiting at this lively Mission Beach attraction. Add two locally 
popular restaurants, a variety of “this can only be California” 
shops and fast food places and you could spend hours here 
without seeing Pea ve On the ocean, close to downtown, 
Mission Bay and Pacific Beach. (Transit bus # 34, 34a, 81) 


Cabrillo National Monument 

Its unparalleled view of the harbor, coast and Mexico helps to 
explain why this is America’s most visited national monument. 
The site also features a famous statue and history of Juan 
Cabrillo, who discovered California in 1542. Nearby is the old San 
Diego lighthouse, dating from 1855. Visit also the glassed-in 
whale observatory, with its taped description of the annual gray 
whale migration. (Great viewing spot, too, during the December- 
March migration). (Transit Bus #6) 


Gaslamp Quarter 

Step back in time to rowdy, roistering old California, in this 
ongoing restoration of an 1890's waterfront town. You'll also find 
some highly photogenic examples of Victorian architecture, old 
streetlamps, and quaint shops. Very close to Horton Plaza. (All 
downtown bus routes). 





Horton Plaza 


How can a shopping center be 
a point of interest? When's it’s 
architecturally inventive, 
playfully inviting and a place 
where everyone hangs out. 
Horton Plaza is the third most 
popular attraction in the city. 
Each of the 150 shops and 
restaurants has its own unique 
style; the architectural design 
is by the man who did the 1984 
Olympic Games. Inside the 
plaza are major department 
stores, art galleries, specialty 
stores, movie theatres, the San 
Diego Rep and free entertain- 
ment. Open from 10am. All 
downtowns bus routes. 





Mission Bay Park 

Possibly the most lavish out- 
door recreational area in the 
US, the park features facilities 
for boating, fishing, swimming, 
water-and-jet-skiing and 
bicycling. You can rent or ae 
your own equipment or, if al 
this tires you out, sunbathe, 
fly a kite or picnic. (Transit bus 
#9 or #34) 


Old Town « 

Here’s the heart of the first 
European settlement in Cali- 
fornia. It’s been carefully re- 
stored to provide a “you are 
there” feeling of life in the 
1800's. Explore adobe casas, 
frame cottages, stately brick 
homes, horse and buggies, an 
old-time barber shop and 
newspaper office. Also visit the 
Bazaar del Mundo which re- 
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creates the atmosphere of Old 
Mexico in a colorful variety of 
shops and restaurants, with 
special exhibits and free week- 
end entertainment. (Transit 
bus #4 or #5)

Space Theater/ 


Science Center 

A huge tilted hemisphere 
screen and the stunning 
“Omnimax” film format take 
you on a 8D tour, whether to 
the moon and planets, under 
the ocean or another era in 
time. When you're back on 
terra firma, head for the sci- 
ence center in the same build- 
ing, where the rule for these 
fun, instructive exhibits is 
“please touch.” (Transit bus #7) 


San Diego Zoo 


The world’s largest 


Scripps Aquarium/ Museum 

Enjoy a unique glimpse of the Pacific Ocean through 22 jewel-like 
exhibits featuring marine life of southern California, Mexico, and 
Micronesia. The museum opens up the world of oceanography 
research in which Scripps has pioneered. Enjoy also the manmade 
tidepool exhibit, a bookstore/giftshop featuring marine-related 
books and gifts and an easy walk to a beautiful beach just 
outside. Open every day of the year. (Transit bus #30 or#34) 


Wild Animal Park 


The park is home to the increasingly successful California condor 
breeding program as well as to thousands of native African 
animals and birds living in near freedom. The park settings are 
of authentic east African design and, as youstroll thru, elephants, 
hartebeests, gorillas, rhinos and antelope regard you with as 
much curiosity as you do them. Allow at least half a day to see the 
park — in fact, take a whole day and do the nearby San Diego wine 
country, too. Park is in Escondido, about a 30 minute drive from 
downtown.
